of 
Hanns Eisler, an Austrian music- 
teacher, who was a fugitive from 
Hitler's gas-.chambers. Mrs. Roose- 
velt wrote to Sumner Welles, then 
undersecretary 
of state, forward- 


ing documents received by 
her 
from "a perfectly honest person 
who was "perfectly sure" Eisler 
was not a Communist and had no 
political affiliations. 


Welles, busy with 
big 
affairs, 
passed the buck. The inevitable re- 
sult was that. Eisler and his wife 
sneaked in under the tenVat Mexi-

limit themselves to 2,500,000 bush- 
els of grain (none of it wheat) a 
month until

The industry

month, 
but in the month before the holi- 
day the use jumped to about 8,- 
000,000 bushels.

It is such a beam that Dr. Skaggs 


wants.for cancer. This beam, at 
35,000,000 electron-volts, 
he says, 


will exceed anything ever before 
used for cancer. 
This beam, while having full ei- 


fect on destroying the cancer aim- 
ed at, will have no effect beyond 
that point. This is unlike X-rays, 
and radium rays, which keep on 
going past the cancer, 
damaging

A mantle or table may be deco-

You will need 
a tall inexpensive candle and nu- 
merous discarded burned ends of 
candles for each big candle you 
plan to make. Burned candles only 
take up storage space after they 
hve ceased to be of use. Now is 
the time to make them useful. 


A good mold for large decorative 


candles is the now popular card- 
board pint or quart milk cartoon us- 
ed by modern dairymen, Miss Dix- 
on' explains. Cut off the top sec- 
tion which leaves a straight rec- 
tangular form. Thoroughly 
clean 


and dry the mold th*n it is ready 
for use. Place a new candle up- 
right in the exact center of tha 
carton. This will give you a center 
wick. It should extend about one- ' 
half inch above the top surface 
of the mold. In order to keep this 
candle upright while the work is 
being done it may be nccccsary to 
heat the base enough to cause it 
to adhere to the base of the mold. 


Then prepare the filler by melt- 


ing any and all colors of candle 
ends you have. Remember that if 
your mold is a quart milk carton 
it will take almost a quart of melt- 
ed candle wax to fill the mold.

A mantle or table may be deco- 


rated for the holiday season with 
elaborate mammoth candles with- 
out spending a mammoth amount 
of money, says Mary Dixon, home 
demonstration agent. You will need 
a tall inexpensive candle and nu- 
merous discarded burned ends of 
candles for each big candle you 
plan to make. Burned candles only 
take up storage space after they 
hve ceased to be of use. Now is 
the time to make them useful. 


A good mold for large decorative 


candles is the now popular card- 
board pint or quart milk cartoon us- 
ed by modern dairymen, Miss Dix- 
on' explains. Cut off the top sec- 
tion which leaves a straight rec- 
tangular form. Thoroughly 
clean 


and dry the mold th*n it is ready 
for use. Place a new candle up- 
right in the exact center of tha 
carton. This will give you a center 
wick. It should extend about one- ' 
half inch above the top surface 
of the mold. In order to keep this 
candle upright while the work is 
being done it may be nccccsary to 
heat the base enough to cause it 
to adhere to the base of the mold. 


Then prepare the filler by melt- 


ing any and all colors of candle 
ends you have. Remember that if 
your mold is a quart milk carton 
it will take almost a quart of melt- 
ed candle wax to fill the mold. 
If you are making Christmas can- 
dles you may wish to save out 
some red candles to be used as 
an outside fininshing paint

Can Decorate 
Mantle, Tables 
Cheaply 


A mantle or table may be deco- 


rated for the holiday season with 
elaborate mammoth candles with- 
out spending a mammoth amount 
of money, says Mary Dixon, home 
demonstration agent. You will need 
a tall inexpensive candle and nu- 
merous discarded burned ends of 
candles for each big candle you 
plan to make. Burned candles only 
take up storage space after they 
hve ceased to be of use. Now is 
the time to make them useful. 


A good mold for large decorative 


candles is the now popular card- 
board pint or quart milk cartoon us- 
ed by modern dairymen, Miss Dix- 
on' explains. Cut off the top sec- 
tion which leaves a straight rec- 
tangular form. Thoroughly 
clean 


and dry the mold th*n it is ready 
for use. Place a new candle up- 
right in the exact center of tha 
carton. This will give you a center 
wick. It should extend about one- ' 
half inch above the top surface 
of the mold. In order to keep this 
candle upright while the work is 
being done it may be nccccsary to 
heat the base enough to cause it 
to adhere to the base of the mold. 


Then prepare the filler by melt- 


ing any and all colors of candle 
ends you have. Remember that if 
your mold is a quart milk carton 
it will take almost a quart of melt- 
ed candle wax to fill the mold. 
If you are making Christmas can- 
dles you may wish to save out 
some red candles to be used as 
an outside fininshing paint 
after 


the mold has been removed. Usu- 
ally- the result of using candles of 
numerous colors is very pleasing 
without dipping for an all-over solid 
color. 
Heat the candle wax only enough 


to licjuify and permit the removal 
of the burned wicked ends. Then 
fill the mold with the melted wax 
and leave undisturbed until it har- 
dens. 
To unmold the candle tear the 


paper carton away. 
Any 
rougl 


corners may be smoothed with i 
warm knife. 
The 
top may b 


sloped and shaped in the sam 
manner. If a true solid color is 
desired it may be obtained by ap- 
plying a film of warm melted col- 
ored candle wax to a very cold 
molded candle. Either apply the

Can Decorate 
Mantle, Tables 
Cheaply 


A mantle or table may be deco- 


rated for the holiday season with 
elaborate mammoth candles with- 
out spending a mammoth amount 
of money, says Mary Dixon, home 
demonstration agent. You will need 
a tall inexpensive candle and nu- 
merous discarded burned ends of 
candles for each big candle you 
plan to make. Burned candles only 
take up storage space after they 
hve ceased to be of use. Now is 
the time to make them useful. 


A good mold for large decorative 


candles is the now popular card- 
board pint or quart milk cartoon us- 
ed by modern dairymen, Miss Dix- 
on' explains. Cut off the top sec- 
tion which leaves a straight rec- 
tangular form. Thoroughly 
clean 


and dry the mold th*n it is ready 
for use. Place a new candle up- 
right in the exact center of tha 
carton. This will give you a center 
wick. It should extend about one- ' 
half inch above the top surface 
of the mold. In order to keep this 
candle upright while the work is 
being done it may be nccccsary to 
heat the base enough to cause it 
to adhere to the base of the mold. 


Then prepare the filler by melt- 


ing any and all colors of candle 
ends you have. Remember that if 
your mold is a quart milk carton 
it will take almost a quart of melt- 
ed candle wax to fill the mold. 
If you are making Christmas can- 
dles you may wish to save out 
some red candles to be used as 
an outside fininshing paint 
after 


the mold has been removed. Usu- 
ally- the result of using candles of 
numerous colors is very pleasing 
without dipping for an all-over solid 
color. 
Heat the candle wax only enough 


to licjuify and permit the removal 
of the burned wicked ends. Then 
fill the mold with the melted wax 
and leave undisturbed until it har- 
dens. 
To unmold the candle tear the 


paper carton away. 
Any

corners may be smoothed with i 
warm knife. 
The

sloped and shaped in the sam 
manner. If a true solid color is 
desired it may be obtained by ap- 
plying a film of warm melted col- 
ored candle wax to a very cold 
molded candle.

or quickly dip the cold candle in 
warm melted wax.

Can Decorate 
Mantle, Tables 
Cheaply 


A mantle or table may be deco- 


rated for the holiday season with 
elaborate mammoth candles with- 
out spending a mammoth amount 
of money, says Mary Dixon, home 
demonstration agent. You will need 
a tall inexpensive candle and nu- 
merous discarded burned ends of 
candles for each big candle you 
plan to make. Burned candles only 
take up storage space after they 
hve ceased to be of use. Now is 
the time to make them useful. 


A good mold for large decorative 


candles is the now popular card- 
board pint or quart milk cartoon us- 
ed by modern dairymen, Miss Dix- 
on' explains. Cut off the top sec- 
tion which leaves a straight rec- 
tangular form. Thoroughly 
clean 


and dry the mold th*n it is ready 
for use. Place a new candle up- 
right in the exact center of tha 
carton. This will give you a center 
wick. It should extend about one- ' 
half inch above the top surface 
of the mold. In order to keep this 
candle upright while the work is 
being done it may be nccccsary to 
heat the base enough to cause it 
to adhere to the base of the mold. 


Then prepare the filler by melt- 


ing any and all colors of candle 
ends you have. Remember that if 
your mold is a quart milk carton 
it will take almost a quart of melt- 
ed candle wax to fill the mold. 
If you are making Christmas can- 
dles you may wish to save out 
some red candles to be used as 
an outside fininshing paint 
after 


the mold has been removed. Usu- 
ally- the result of using candles of 
numerous colors is very pleasing 
without dipping for an all-over solid 
color. 
Heat the candle wax only enough 


to licjuify and permit the removal 
of the burned wicked ends. Then 
fill the mold with the melted wax 
and leave undisturbed until it har- 
dens. 
To unmold the candle tear the 


paper carton away. 
Any 
rougl 


corners may be smoothed with i 
warm knife. 
The 
top may b 


sloped and shaped in the sam 
manner. If a true solid color is 
desired it may be obtained by ap- 
plying a film of warm melted col- 
ored candle wax to a very cold 
molded candle. Either apply the 
polored film with a soft 
brush 


or quickly dip the cold candle in 
warm melted wax.
